It  would  appear  from  the  commenls 
wliich  many  of  our  colleagues  arc  making 
on  the  adoption  ol  the  Torrens'  law  in 
Brazil,  that  they  are  determined  to  pursue 
the  very  same  policy  which  has  resulted  so 
disastrously  to  the  Argentine  Republic. 
The  transformation  of  laud  into  negotiable 
stock,  available  for  current  use,  is  a  very  line 
idea,  and  in  good  hands  may  be  highly 
beneficial,  but  it  is  an  extremely  dangerous 
recourse  in  the  bands  of  improvident  men. 
[f  land  could  be  capitalized  lor  the  proper 
use  of  actual  owners  in  a  legitimate  way, 
the  result  could  not  fail  10  lie  generally 
advantageous,  but  the  common  interpreta- 
tion nt  the  system  is  Lo  anticipate  industrial 
development  and  to  furnish  paper  for  cur- 
rent speculative  purposes.  The  lilies  are 
bought  and  sold  like  shares  and  slocks,  and 
ate  made  to  circulate  from  hand  to  hand 
without  the  slightest  relerence  to  the  culti- 
vation of  the  soil,  the  development  of  an 
industry,  or  the  payment  of  the  debt  which 
tlicy  represent  In  the  Argentine  Republic 
they  have  had  a  most  disastrous  influence 
and  have  become  a  crushing  burden  upon 
the  credit  of  the  country.  And  yet,  with 
the  fatuity  ol  men  who  are  recklessly  blind 
to  the  dangers  before  litem,  the  Brazilians 
are  proposing  lo  make  use  ol  the  same 
delusive  instrumentality  for  increasing  the 
available  capital  of  the  country,  It  is  sheer 
madness  to  risk  the  fixed  capital  of  the 
country  in  the  way  proposed,  lor  nothing 
is  more  certain  to  our  mind  than  that  it 
will  be  utilized  only  I'or  speculation,  and 
not  lor  industrial  development.  The  only 
element  lacking  in  this  development  k/aiot 
—not  the  imported  labor  ol  foreign  work- 
ingmen,  but  the  labor  of  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  idlers  already  in  the  country 
who  are  consuming  its  substance  without 
contributing  one  panicle  of  brain  or  muscle 
to  the  common  effort  to  create  wealth  and 
realize  material  progress.  For  an  indolent, 
improvident  and  labor-bating  people  lo 
transform  their  land  into  negotiable  mort- 
gages, is  simply  national  suicide,  for  they 
are  sure  to  waste  the  capital  and  lo  make  no 
provision  for  the  final  liquidation  of  the 
indebtedness,  Patient  labor  with  few  de- 
vices for  securing  credit,  are  the  best  secur- 
ities for  such  a  people  against  national 
bankruptcy  and  decadence. 


If  the  incident  narrated  in  a  protest 
published  in  the  Diario  de  Noticias  on  the 
8th  instant  be  correct,  there  is  more  than 
good  reason  for  believing  that  the  new 
regime  is  called  upon  to  investigate  and 
obtain  satisfaction  for  a  very  serious  infrac- 
tion of  national  and  treaty  rights.  Accord- 
ing to  this  protest,  which  was  dated  April 
13th  and  is  signed  by  a  number  of  pas- 
sengers, including  several  army  officers  and 
civilian  officials,  en  route  for  Matlo  (Jrosso, 
tlte  Brazilian  river  steamer  Diamantino  was 
slopped  at  Martini  Garcia  on  the  1 2th 
because  of  the  omission  of  a  signature  in  a 
bill  ol  health  received  at  Buenos  Aires,  and 
then  on  the  following  day,  when  the  steamer 
was  proceeding  on  her  way  upstream  near 
the  Uruguayan  shore,  a  boat's  crew  (13  men 
and  3  officers)  from  an  Argentine  gunboat 
anchored  near  ordered  the  steamer  to  stop 
and  leveled  tlieir  guns  at  her  10  compel 
obedience.  The  conduct  ol  the  Argentines 
appears  to  have  been  so  insulting  and  un- 
warranted that  we  tlo  not  see  how  the 
Brazilian  government  can  avoid  demanding 
prompt  and  ample  explanations.  The  three 
great  rivers  emptying  into  die  Rio  de  la 
Flata  are  necessary  lines  ol  communication 
to  certain  parts  ol   Brazilian  territory  and 
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their  free  navigation  la  secured  and  guar- 
anteed by  treaty,  And,  if  we  mistake  not, 
tlie  same  treaty  provides  that  the  island  of 
M'rtlm  Garcia,  which  commands  the  en- 
trance to  these  rivers,  shall  not  be  fortified 
by  the  Argentines.  The  latter,  however, 
have  not  only  undertaken  to  occupy  this 
island  with  a  military  force,  but  they  have 
even  gone  so  far  as  to  restrict  Hie  free  nav- 
igation of  the  river.  According  to  the  pro- 
test, several  incidents  of  this  character  have 
occurred  in  the  past,  while  in  the  case 
under  consideration  the  Argentines  have 
not  only  assumed  the  right  to  demand  the 
papers  of  a  passing  steamer,  but  actually 
use  force  to  compel  submission.  In  view 
ol  the  circumstance  that  this  river  is  an 
essential  part  of  the  line  of  communication 
between  this  capital  and  Jtatto  Grosso,  the 
Brazilian  government  can  not  pcnnil  a  for- 
'  eign  power  to  exercise  any  such  supervision 
as  this.  The  Argentines  may  forbid  the 
steamer  to  call  at  Argentine  river  ports  if 
they  please,  hut  they  have  no  right  to 
obstruct  communication,  and  still  less  to 
threaten  Brazilians  with  firearms  who  are 
traveling  from  one  part  ol  their  country  to 
another.  That  absurd  sanitary  convention 
between  Hraj-.il  ami  the  Platine  republics  is 
responsible  for  a  great  deal,  and  it  may  be 
that  the  former  has  in  some  manner  acknow- 
ledged the  Argentine  right  to  maintain  a 
so-called  sanitary  police  service  on  the 
rivers.  Iftbisbethe  case,  then  the  sooner 
a  clear  understanding  is  arranged  as  to  the 
right  of  lice  navigation,  die  belter.  If  lliis 
incident  lie  permitted  to  pass  unchallenged, 
the  Argentines  will  soon  close  the  river 
altogether. 


Among  the  many  days  set  apart  for  ob- 
servance as  national  holidays,  not  one  de- 
serves that  distinction  more  than  the  13th 
of  May,  the  second  anniversary  of  which 
occurs  to-morrow.  The  abolition  of  slavery 
in  Brazil  had  become  inevitable,  for  the 
pressure  of  modern  civilization  had  become 
loo  strong  even  lor  the  selfish  interests  of 
those  who  were  living  upon  its  ill-gotten 
fruits  ;  but  still  great  credit  is  due  to  those 
who  accomplished  the  tour  de  force  which 
brought  die  barbarous  institution  to  an  end 
and  lifted  this  crushing  load  of  iniquity  irom 
the  shoulders  ol  almost  the  last  civilized 
nation  preserving  it.  By  this  one  wise  and 
beneficent  act,  tardy  justice  was  in  a  meas- 
ure rendered  to  a  long  oppressed  race,  the 
country  was  opened  10  the  enterprise  and 
rewards  of  Iree  labor,  and  a  threatening  ele- 
ment of  disturbance  was  removed  forever. 
Other  political  and  social  complications 
have  since  arisen  to  disturb  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  labor  and  the  regeneration  of  society- 
disorganized  somewhat  by  the  far-reaching 
changes  caused  by  immediate  and  uncondi- 
tional abolition,  but  it  can  be  safely  averred 
that  the  country  lias  gained  immensely  from 
it  in  spite  ol  every  drawback.  It  is  an  event, 
therefore,  which  the  Brazilian  people  have 
every  reason  to  honor,  not  witli  grotesque 
parades  and  empty  demonstration,  but  with 
profound  thanksgiving  and  heartfelt  ex- 
pressions of  joy.  It  was  by  no  means  a 
popular  revolution,  and  it  signalized  no  out- 
burst of  popular  feeling  against  the  detested 
institution,  but  it  was  accepted  spontan- 
eously and  enthusiastically  by  the  people 
and  is  as  real  a  cause  for  congratulation  as 
though  it  had  sprung  from  a  bitter  contest 
between  vested  wrong  and  popular  reaction. 
The  abolition  of  slavery  in  Brazil  was,  crit- 
ically speaking,  a  political  accident,  die  re- 
sult of  political  complications  of  an  unusual 
character,  an  impulse  of  the  moment  spring- 
ing from  purely  political  complications  and 
as  surprising  to  the  organized  advocates 
or  abolition  as  to  its  enemies.  And,  slid 
more  surprising,  it  was  a  blow  from  hands 
not  previously  identified  with  the  abolition 
movement  and  was  accomplished  before  the 
pro-slavery  forces  had  time  to  recover 
from  their  surprise  and  consider  the  situa- 
tion. And  in  the  outburst  of  enthusiasm 
and  adhesion  which  followed,  it  is  to  lie  re- 
gretted that  the  men  who  bore  oil"  die  hon- 
ors and  lilted  the  public  eye,  were  in  great 
measure  those  who  had  never  been  identi- 
fied witli  the  struggle  and  bad  done  nothing 
to  prepare  public  sentiment  for  the  impend- 
ing change.  And  now,  instead  of  celebrat- 
ing the  great  event  appropriately  and  de- 
corously, we  are  to  have  a  manifestation 
which;  will  impress  no  man  with  a  true 
sense  and  appreciation  of  the  great  social 
revolution  which  it  commemorates. 


RUY  BARBOSA'S  FtNANCES. 
n  the  Editor, 

Sin,— The  Dhrio  de  Notkias  of  the  2nd 
Inst,  transcribes  an  editorial  from  the  New 
York  Tribune  entitled  "Senhor  Barbosa's 
Declarations,"  which  is  on  the  whole  very 
laudatory  of  the  finance  minister.  The  ar- 
ticle, however,  is  of  5t.l1  "February,  rind  at 
that  date  even  the  first  of  Sr.  R,  Barbosa's 
hank  decrees  had  not  been  published  in 
N'cw  York.  Consequently  the  flattering 
references  ol  the  New  York  Tribune  amount 
only  to  another  proof  that  the  minister  en- 
joyed "the  respect  of  the  world"  So  long  as 
he  was  known  only  by  his  "Declarations" 
and  by  his  criticisms  of  his  opponents. 
These  criticisms  had  led  people  to  think 
heller  of  him  than  to  suppose  thai,  besides 
rushing  into  grievous  errors  of  his  own  in- 
vention, lie  would  find  room  in  his  financial 
system  for  the  very  faults  of  which  lie  had 
so  vehemently  accused  his  predecessors. 

It  is  pretty  certain  that  the  Tribune's 
opinion  would  now  be  dirTerent.and  it  could 
certainly  no  longer  be  affirmed,  since  Ihe 
decrees  of  17th  January  relating  to  brinks 
rind  companies,  that  the  only  act  of  die 
finance  minister,  with  which  foreigners  con- 
nected witli  Brazil  need  concern  themselves, 
is  thru  relating  to  naturalization. 

In  case,  however,  that  the  date  of  Ihe 
Tribune's  article  should  be  overlooked  and 
in  case  ill,,  citation  of  such  articles  should 
he  misinterpreted  as  showing  thai  author- 
ized foreign  opinion  differs  Irom  authorized 
native  opinion,  by  approving  Sr.  R.  Bar- 
bosa's financial  policy,  it  seems  verv  desira- 
ble thai  no  opportunity  should  be  neglected 
of  making  it  quite  clear  lliat  such  is  far 
Irom  being  die  case.  Vou,  sir,  have  done 
good  service  in  exposing  as  many  of  die  er- 
rors of  lire  finance  minister  as  I  suppose 
you  could  lind  space  lo  deal  with,  and  if 
your  criticisms  have  met  with  as  little  offi- 
cial attention  as  those  of  the  independent 
native  press,  you  have  at  least  the  consola- 
tion of  having  done  what  you  could.  It 
seems  just  possible  dial  a  united  expression 
of  opinion  on  Hie  part  of  the  foreign  mer- 
chants here  might  carry  some  weight,  but 
more  probably  it  would  be  called  self-inter- 
ested; anil  according  to  Sr.  R.  Barbosa's 
theory,  people  who  cry  0111  when  their  le- 
gitimate interests  are  jeopardized,  deserve 
no  consideration.  If,  however,  the  chief 
of  die  state  be  honestly  desirous,  as  I  en- 
tirely believe,  of  finding  out  and  doing  what 
is  best  for  the  stale,  perhaps  it  may  be  per- 
mitted Lo  a  foreigner  humbly  10  suggest 
dial  the  Marshal  should  consult,  on  this 
question  of  finance,  such  an  authority  as 
tile  Rothschilds,  or  any  other  first-class  Eu- 
ropean or  United  Stales  bankers.  Truly 
tlie  Rothschilds  are  also  interested  parties, 
but  their  interests  lie  in  the  prosperity  of 
tins  country,  and  even  Sr.  Ruy  Barbosa's 
defender  in  ihe  Joriuil  do  Commercio  would 
know  better  ihan  to  class  them  as  partizans 
of  die  Banco  National.  The  Marshal 
might  therefore  i.  rve  full  confidence  in  sub- 
mitting to  Messrs.  Rothschilds  such  ques- 
tions as  the  following: 

Whether  the  bamc  law  ol  17th  January  is, 

or  not,  contrary  lo  accepied   financial  ideas? 

Whether  it  is,  or  is  not,  in  their  opinion, 

the  chief  cause  of  tlie  continued   distrust  of 

Brazil  abroad? 

Whether  it  lias  been  certainly  the  chief 
factor  in  tile  violent  fall  of  exchange  and 
whether  it  is  likely,  if  persisted  in,  to  lead 
lo  further  falls  in  die  future? 

Whether  as  at  present  organized  tlie  new 
bank,  with  all  ils  favors,  offers  a  reasonable 
prospect  ol  safety  and  profit  for  what  capital 
may  come  to  be  invested  in  it? 

Whether  tlie  system,  after  all  the  recent 
modifications,  is  even  now  practically  work- 
able without  further  favors,  which  will 
further  prejudice  tlie  state,  and  whether  the 
longer  the  bank  lasts  and  the  more  such 
banks  are  multiplied  the  greater  will  be  the 
difficulty  and  expense  of  returning  to  a 
sound  financial  system? 

For  further  guidance  die  Marshal  might 
ask  Messrs.  Rothschild  with  what  feelings, 
whether  of  respect  or  otherwise,  the  Euro- 
pean financial  world  read  Sr.  R,  Barbosa's- 
explanatory  preface  to  the  decrees  of  17th 
January  and  ill  particular  that  passage  of  it 
where  lie  argues  that  as  the  deficit  between 
exportation  and  importation  of  capital  and 
merchandise  was  50,000  contos,  and  as  tlris 
was  equal  10  25%  of  lire  200,000  cantos 
then  current  of  paper  money,  the  latter 
shouid  be  depreciated  25%.  Finally,  the 
Marshal  might  ask  Sr.  R.  Barbosa  himself 
whether  he  really  believes  that  if  the  cur- 
rency  were  400,000  contos,    on   which  the 


deficit  in  commercial  balance  of  50,000 
contos  would  be  li%%,  the  depreciation  of 
the  currency  ought  then  to  be  only  l^'/4% 
and  if  by  again  doubling  the  currency  the 
depreciation  could  be  again  reduced  by  a 
half?  Such  a  theory,  if  it  could  be  estab- 
lished, would  certainly  justify  Sr.  R.  Bar- 
bosa's policy  of  substituting  foreign  capital 
by  the  home-made  article.

If  the  various 
slates  are  to  exercise  the  righl  of  unloading  their 
criminals  in  this  city,  we  shall  certainly  advocate 
the  secession  of  tlie  capital  Irom  the  rest  of  tlie 
republic.  Three  hundred  deputies  and  senators 
will  be  bad  enough,  hut  if  we  are  to  maintain  all 
the  rest  of  the  criminals  in  the  country  tlie  sooner 
we  revolt,  the  belter. 

—  A  telegram  Irom  Pernambuco  on  the  Sth  inst. 
says  that  Martins  junior  received  an  unparalleled 
reception  on  his  arrival  there.

27th,  slate  that  in  the  same  maimer  as  in  the  neigh- 
boring municipalities  of  Cacapava,  Pindamonhan- 
gaba,  S.  JosiS  and  others,  the  coffee  crop  will  be 
very  seamy.  So  short  is  it  ft  hey  say  j  that  planters 
do  not  hope  that  the  advanced  price  will  he  an 
equivalent  compensation  for  the  deficit  in  produc- 
tion as  compared  with  former  years— Joinal  do 
Commcicio,  May  6th.  These 'districts  are  in  the 
northern  part  of  S.  Paulo  and  are  "feeders"  of  the 
Rio,  not  the  Santos  market. 

—The  coffee  market  also  during  the  week  we 
are  pressing  in  review  maintained  a  marked  firmness, 
Ihe  former  high  quotations  being  always  ruling.  If 
even  the  approach  of  the  new  crop  must  cause  the

— We  take  much  pleasure  in  noting  the  issue  of 
n  diploma  by  the  faculty  of  medicine  of  this  city  lo 
Dr.  William  Loudon  Strain,  M.  B.  of  Glasgow 
University,  who  has  been  for  five  years  resident 
physician  at  the  Mono  Velho  mines,  and  now  pro- 
poses lo  undertake  general  practice  in  this  country. 
Dr.  Strain's  examinations  were  approved  filena- 
meiite.  Me  left  (or  home  on  the  Kaikoura  for  a 
short  visit,  after  which  he  will  enler  upon  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  al  Ouro  Preto— or  in  this  city,  if 
his  many  Irieuds  can  prevail  upon  him  to  do  so. 

— According  to  a  correspondent  of  the  Coneio 
Paulistano,  the  man  arrested  recently,  Sr,  Ro- 
dolplio  Nunes  l'ereira,  for  sending  false  telegrams 
lo  the  River  Plate,  is  a  native  of  Rio  Grande.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Arredondo  expedition  which 
invaded  Uruguay  a  lew  years  ago,  ami  has  lalely 
been  a  proof-reader  in  the  office  ol  the  Diario  de 
jVotieitts,  of  this  city.

As  the  revenue  is  to  come  from  the  latter, 
and  as  important  interests  are  always  involved, 
ibis  autocratic  classification  will  or  should  be  pecu- 
liarly pleasing  to  the  public.  Alter  all,  there  is 
nothing  like  a  slaie  telegraph  service  ! 

—When  the  registry  hooks  were  first  opened  in 
January  and  the  foreigners  were  putting  down  their 
names  al  the  rale  of  five  or  six  a  day,  the  Pais  and 
one  or  two  oilier  local  papers  look  to  publishing 
the  names  and  made  some  very  self-satisfying  com- 
ments on  the  small  number  and  unimportant  char- 
acter of  the  signers.  As  soon  as  the  list  began  to 
increase  by  thirty  or  forly  a  day,  our  considerate 
colleagues  stopped  publishing  the  names,  and  now 
that  even  the  street  is  crowded  with  foreigners  and 
the  names  are  going  down  at  llie  rate  ol  400  or  500 
a  day,  no  comment  is  made.  Peril: 
leagues  will  do  us  the  justice  to  admit  the  accuracy 
of  our  predictions,  anil  the  further  favor  of  publish- 
ing  the  number  of  signers  each  day. 

— We  deeply  regret  lo  record  the  death,  at  No. 
96  Larangeiras,  of  Rev.  John  Shakespeare  Matti- 
son,  pastor  of  the  Knglish  congregation  ol  the 
Meilmdist  Episcopal  Church  ol  this  city,  which  oc- 
curred  on  the  night  of  llie  10th.  lie  was  just  re- 
covering from  an  attack  of  bilious  fever  when  a 
relapse  occurred  on  the  9O1  that  quickly  developed 
into  typhoid.  The  deceased  was  a  native  of  South 
Carolina,  and  came  to  Brazil  only  ten  months  ago 
to  engage  in  missionary  work,  lie  was  a  young 
man  of  high  character,  studious  habits  and  gener- 
ous devotion  lo  his  chosen  work,  and  his  early 
dealh  will  lie  deeply  fell  by  those  who  looked  for- 
ward to  a  career  of  wide  usefulness  for  him  in  the 
future.  He  leaves  a  wife  and  one  child,  who  will 
probably  return  home  at  an  early  day.
